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Hoskins withdraws from senate race

Saying that the 15th Dis¬ 
trict Senate race is more about 
money and the political pres¬ 
sure and power it wields, 
Casey County resident Todd 
Hoskins has decided to drop 
out of the race. 

Hoskins was facing three 
opponents from Pulaski 
County in the May 22 primary 
— attorneys A.C. Donahue 
and Mark Polston; and Chris 


Girdler, a field representative 
for U.S. Congressman Harold 
“Hal” Rogers, R-Somerset. 

In a press release on Mon¬ 
day, Hoskins and Sen. Vemie 
McGaha, R-Russell Springs 

— who currently holds the 
seat representing Casey, Adair, 
Russell and Pulaski counties 

— threw their support behind 
Polston. 

“There were many deter¬ 
mining factors in my decision. 
Mark Polston shares my views 
on the major issues. He has 


the compassion, experience 
and knowledge to deal with 
the complex problems facing 
Kentucky,” McGaha said. 

While McGaha exercised 
diplomacy in his endorsement 
of Polston, Hoskins wasted 
no time pinpointing the main 
reason he was withdrawing 
— Girdler’s strong financial 
backing. 

“I realize that the only way 
to prevent big money from 
buying this race is to join forc¬ 
es with Mark. The political 


bosses in Somerset and Pulas¬ 
ki counties have put their war 
chest behind their choice, and 
this race is now a referendum 
on whether or not an election 
can be bought,” Hoskins said, 
referring to Girdler. 

“It’s obvious to me that 
Mark and I will split the vote 
of the hard working, salt of the 
earth voters in this district, and 
the only way to prevent the 
bosses and their cronies from 
buying the election is to join 
forces with Mark,” Hoskins 


said. 

From Jan. 1 toApril29,2012, 
Girdler reported campaign 
contributions of $146,970, of 
which $94,970 came from in¬ 
dividual donors, $2,000 from 
a Political Action Committee, 
and $50,000 that Girdler him¬ 
self loaned to the campaign. 
Girdler also reported spending 
$5,907.66, leaving a balance 
of $140,999.34, according to a 
report filed with the Kentucky

There’s hardly a fam¬ 
ily alive that hasn’t been 
touched in one way or an¬ 
other by cancer. As a dis¬ 
ease that’s no respecter of 
persons, residents of all per¬ 
suasions — black or white,

fat or thin, young or old, 
rich or poor — will come 
together on Friday night for 
the 15th annual Relay for 
Life of Casey County. 

Held at the Central Ken¬ 
tucky AG/EXPO Center’s 
covered pavilion, the com¬ 
mittee which organizes the 
event is expecting a tre¬ 
mendous response from the 
community, said chairper¬ 
son Nicki Tarter. 

Tarter, in her sixth year 
leading the Relay, said that 
there are 34 teams with 
about 575 members regis¬ 


tered for the event which 
has as its theme “Hoe Down 
for Hope,” meaning teams 
will bring their own inter¬ 
pretation as to what Relay 
for Life means to them. 

However, Tarter wanted 
to emphasize that the event 
isn’t just for those strug¬ 
gling with the disease. 

“Everyone is invited, 
not just those who are on 
teams,” Tarter said. 

Relay for Life, the signa¬ 
ture event of the American 
Cancer Society, focuses on 
raising funds for research in 


the fight against cancer. Ad¬ 
ditionally, some funds are 
designated as assistance to 
those who are currently bat¬ 
tling the disease. 

This year, Casey has a 
goal of $93,000 after hav¬ 
ing raised $101,205 last 
year, surpassing its goal of 
$ 88 , 000 . 

In the history of the 
event, there have only been 
a couple of years when the 
Relay goal wasn’t met, 
Tarter said.

Good for you, grandma! 


I saw the following article 
last week from our sister news¬ 
paper, The Kentucky Standard 
in Bardstown. While I normal¬ 
ly like to comment on current 
events, I wanted our readers 
to read this article by Jennifer 
Corbett, and pay special at¬ 
tention to the quotes from the 
grandmother and Bardstown’s 
Chief of Police. 

My only comment? At least 
one grandmother and the Chief 
of Police have some sense. 

“An evening at Wendy’s 
nearly ended with a Bardstown 
woman behind bars after some 
say she abused her grandchil¬ 
dren with a paint stirrer. 

Bardstown Police Officer 
Jason Ellis responded to the 
call around 6 p.m. Saturday, 
April 28, after witnesses saw 
Mary Mitchell hit her grand¬ 
children with the wooden paint 
stirrer. 

Ellis couldn’t be reached for 
comment, although Bardstown 
Police Chief Rick McCubbin 
learned about the call. 

“It was just somebody who 
just thought it was too much,” 
McCubbin said. “There wasn’t 
anything to it. It wasn’t any-

thing too bad.” 


And her actions weren’t out 
of line. 

“I was not trying to kill my 
grandchildren,” Mitchell said. 
“I was trying to discipline 
them.” 

It started when Mitchell sat 
down for dinner with her three 
grandchildren, Alyscih, 8, and 
5-year-old twins, Miciah and 
Nicholas. The twins began to 
mn around. In an attempt to 
calm the twins down, Mitchell 
said she “lightly tapped them 
on the arms” with the stirrer, 
which she purchased from 
Lowe’s. 

Mitchell noted that she al¬ 
ways carries the paint stick, 
which has all of her grandchil¬ 
dren’s names on it. 

“It (wasn’t) like I knocked 
them out of the chair,” she 
said. 

Situations, like the one in¬ 


volving Mitchell, are called 
into dispatch multiple times a 
week, McCubbin said. 

While most of them don’t 
turn out to be abuse, officers 
always have to follow up and 
respond. McCubbin noted 
that once officers arrive to the 
scene, it’s typically easy to 
distinguish abuse from disci¬ 
pline. 

Officers look to see if there 
are any red marks on the child’s 
skin or if anything catches 
their attention. If that happens, 
McCubbin said officers inves¬ 
tigate the claim further. 

If it turns out that the parent 
just spanked their child in the 
rear, McCubbin said no charg¬ 
es would be filed against the 
parent since spanking is legal. 

In today’s society, Mitchell 
thinks many families are steer¬ 
ing clear of disciplining their 
children, which often leads to 
a plethora of other issues. 

“If we keep allowing (chil¬ 
dren) to mn our households, 
we’ll have a self destmctive 
world,” Mitchell said. “I’m 
going to always discipline my 
children.” 

“As a dad of three, I wish 


more people disciplined their 
children,” McCubbin added. 

As the director of the after 
school program, “Keeping 
It Real for Christ,” Mitch¬ 
ell said she’s always around 
children. She has the students 
read scripture and serves them 
snacks. Every third Tuesday of 
the month she provides them 
with a free full course meal. 

Mitchell noted that she 
never lets the students become 
out of hand. She sets mles to 
ensure kids know what’s right 
and what’s wrong. 

In the end, Mitchell wants to 
let people know she has never 
abused her children, or her 
grandchildren. All she’s doing 
is setting mles to teach them 
about the importance of re¬ 
specting other people and the 
proper way to behave. 

She also wants to send a 
message to the person who 
called the police on her. 

“(It would be) OK if I was 
abusing them,” Mitchell said. 
“But I was trying to instruct 
them. There’s a difference in 
it.” 

No charges were filed 
against Mitchell.”

When you can't say it, sing it 


She was struggling to 
tell me something but her 
words wouldn’t come. All 
she could do was mumble 
and that only with great 
frustration. I was holding 
her hand, trying as best I 
could to comfort her in her 
agitation. 

“Could you come to the 
hospital as soon as possi¬ 
ble?” Her son had called me 
in the early morning hour, 
his voice quivering. His el¬ 
derly mom was not doing 
well. She had apparently 
suffered another stroke. 

“The last thing she told 
me was that she had to see 
her doctor. That’s how she 
refers to you, ‘her doctor,’ 
and so I called you,” 

I smiled because I had 
heard her call me that be¬ 
fore. I’m not a “real” doc¬ 
tor, a physician, that is. But 
I was “her doctor,” at that 
moment, standing at her 
bedside, offering the only 
remedy I could: prayer. 

As I prayed aloud, she 
calmed down. Then she 
closed her eyes and grew 
very still. I watched to make 
sure she was breathing. And 
suddenly she opened her 
eyes wide, like she was sur¬ 
prised she was still there, 
and then she looked to the 
left and right without mov¬ 
ing her head. 



And the light in her eyes 
and the glow of her smile 
was angelic. Then, this one 
who moments ago couldn’t 
utter a single word, began 
singing, “Amazing Grace.” 
At first I was startled but 
didn’t hesitate to join her. 
And the two of us, both flat 
and off-key, sounding like 
two tone-deaf crooners, 
sang through not one but 
two stanzas of John New¬ 
ton’s 1779 hymn. 

I imagined the nurses 
glancing at each other with 
raised eyebrows: “What’s 
that preacher doing in 
there?” 

But I pressed on, coax¬ 
ing her to sing more: “Let’s 
sing another. How about 
Jesus loves me this I know, 
for the Bible tells me so?” 
Smiling, she joined me, and 
on we went as I continued 
holding her hand. 

“Amazing Grace,” and 
“Jesus Loves Me,” must be 
encoded in her long-term 
memory. When the words 
of the present were locked 
inside her, the words of the 
old hymns flowed freely. 


A few months ago, Na¬ 
tional Public Radio did a 
segment, “Singing Therapy 
Helps Stroke Victims Sing 
Again.” The story focused 
on a 16-year-old girl who 
was the victim of a dev¬ 
astating stroke at age 11. 
Through “melodic intona¬ 
tion therapy,” or singing 
therapy, her speech had re¬ 
turned, and she was back in 
school. 

“I’m singing in my head 
and talking out loud without 
singing. I do it, like, really 
quick,” she said. 

The therapy helps train 
the undamaged right side 
of the brain, which controls 
singing, to speak. It’s the 
damaged left side of the 
brain which controls speak¬ 
ing. Congresswoman Ga- 
brielle Giffords has utilized 
a form of singing therapy 
to help her speak again. In 
the case of the 16-year-old 
stroke victim, the nerve fi¬ 
bers on the right side, the 
singing center of her brain, 
had actually grown after 
only four months of singing 
therapy. Although she still 
struggles to find the words, 
she is far ahead of where 
she was after a full year of 
conventional therapy. 

“Basically, the hard¬ 
ware of the system really 
changed to support this in¬ 


creased vocal output,” said 
Dr. Gottfried Schlaug, who 
heads the study on melodic 
intonation therapy at Beth 
Israel Deaconess Medical 
Center in Boston, Mass. 

Dr. Schlaug cites patients 
in their 80s who have shown 
brain adaptations after the 
therapy. It just takes longer 
for them, just as it does to 
learn a foreign language 
the older one is. And he has 
also seen good results with 
autistic children and people 
with Parkinson’s disease 
who have difficulty speak¬ 
ing. 

“If you can sing it, you’ll 
eventually say it,” I encour¬ 
aged my friend in ICU. 

She smiled. 

I assured her, “We’ve 
had a good worship ser¬ 
vice. We’ve prayed, and 
we’ve sung hymns, and we 
were preaching when we 
were singing. God has to 
be pleased with you. So get 
some rest.” 

And she did. 

And in due time, she may 
be able to speak again, by 
God’s amazing grace.

ACS money comes 
back to county

With the annual Relay for 
Life event scheduled for Friday 
night, it’s easy to highlight only 
cancer research and the ever 
increasing number of cancer 
survivors who benefit from this 
research funded by the Ameri¬ 
can Cancer Society. 

While research and beating 
the disease are primary goals, 
there’s another side to the im¬ 
portance of the money raised 
by Relay for Life. 

A portion of the money 
raised at this year’s event will 
help local people who are fight¬ 
ing cancer. 

Charlotte Brewer, ACS 
Health initiative Representative 
for Casey County, said that this 
fiscal year, the ACS served 10 
patients with 18 services in the 
county, down about half from 
the year before. 

‘This same time last year 
we served 20 patients with 33 
services in Casey County,” she 
said. 

But as to why Casey Coun- 
tians are not using the services, 
Brewer said that she can only 
speculate. 

“We hear, a lot, from patients 
that they didn’t know a particu¬ 
lar service was available. Also, 
there may be fewer cancer 
cases but we do want to get the 
word out we’re here to help,” 
she said. 

One of the greatest aids to 
those battling cancer can be 
found in Lexington, and it’s ab¬ 
solutely free, Brewer said. 

Hope Lodge in Lexington, a 
32-room facility, provides free 
overnight lodging for cancer 
patients and their caregivers. 

Brewer said that this free ser¬ 
vice provided by the ACS helps 
ease the emotional and financial 
burdens associated with receiv¬ 
ing cancer treatments away 
from Casey County. 

Last year, The American 
Cancer Society provided 108 
nights of free lodging at Hope 
Lodge to seven Casey County 
cancer patients saving those 
families more than $13,500 in 
motel expenses. 

Each room in Hope Lodge 
has it’s own TV and bathroom. 

The modem facility is also 


equipped with a community 
dining room, kitchen facility, li¬ 
brary, wi-fi and laundry room. 

In addition, free transporta¬ 
tion is provided from the lodge 
to the cancer treatment facility. 

And, most importantly, the 
Hope Lodge offers encourage¬ 
ment and support from others 
going through the cancer expe¬ 
rience, Brewer said. 

As for who can use Hope 
Lodge, Brewer said that any 
cancer patient who is in Lex¬ 
ington for tests, surgery, che¬ 
motherapy or radiation, or for 
one of the cancer clinical trials 
at UK’s Markey Cancer Center 
may call and make a reserva¬ 
tion.

Brewer said that the Somer¬ 
set ACS office also offers other 
services vital to battling cancer 
and its inherent daily challeng¬ 
es. 

“We get calls asking ‘What 
do I do when my eyebrows fall 
out?”’ Brewer said, adding that 
this is just one of many ques¬ 
tions the ACS can help cancer 
victims find answers to. 

Additional free services in¬ 
clude general information on 
cancer or cancer specific infor¬ 
mation is available 24 hours 
a day, 7 days a week, Brewer 
said. 

“We have an oncology nurse 
always available at a toll-free 
800 number,” she said. 

Lor women, there’s a “Look 
Good Leel Better” program 
which is a non-medical, brand- 
neutral public service program 
that teaches beauty techniques 
to cancer patients to help them 
manage the appearance-related 
side effects of cancer treat¬ 
ment.” 

Another important service of¬ 
fered for more than 40 years by 
the ACS is the Reach to Recov¬ 
ery support program for breast 
cancer patients. 

Other free services offered by 
the ACS include the Transpor¬ 
tation Assistance Program as 
well as free wigs, scarves, hats, 
and bras.

18 die on Kentucky 
roadways April 30-May 6 


Preliminary statistics* indi¬ 
cate that eighteen people died 
in seventeen separate crashes 
on Kentucky roadways from 
Monday, April 30, through 
Sunday, May 6,2012. 

All of the fatalities involved 
motor vehicles and ten victims 
were not wearing seat belts. 
Single-fatality crashes occurred 
in Barren (2), Boyd, Breckin¬ 
ridge, Calloway, Fayette (2), 
Grant, Hopkins, McCracken, 
Pike (2), Russell, Todd, Trigg, 
and Woodford counties. The 
crashes in Barren and Mc¬ 
Cracken counties involved the 
suspected use of alcohol. 

One double fatality motor 
vehicle crash occurred in Tay¬ 
lor County. 

Through May 6, 2012, pre¬ 
liminary statistics* indicate that 
222 people have lost their lives 
on Kentucky roadways during 
2012. This is 7 more fatalities 
than reported for the same time 
period in 2011. There have 
been 191 motor vehicle fatali¬ 
ties and 111 of those victims 
were not wearing seat belts. 
Twenty-three of those crashes 
involved a commercial motor

vehicle. Twelve crashes in¬ 
volved a motorcycle and eight 
victims were not wearing hel¬ 
mets. Two crashes involved 
an ATV and one victim was 
not wearing a helmet. Sixteen 
crashes involved a pedestrian 
and one involved a bicycle. 
Thirty-five deaths have result¬ 
ed from crashes involving the 
suspected use of alcohol.

Fiscal court to hire outside 
counsel in hospital sale 

ADAIR COUNTY - Fiscal court mem¬ 
bers, in an emergency meeting, voted unan¬ 
imously to authorize Judge-Executive Ann 
Melton to hire outside counsel to help pro¬ 
tect the county’s interests if Westlake Re¬ 
gional Hospital is sold. 

The move came after Judge Melton said 
that she had been informed that the terms 
of the sale with the most likely candidate to 
purchase the hospital does not include any 
provisions for paying the county back for 
the $1.7 million bond issue it made to help 
the hospital. The loan was made with that 
provision. 

Melton said that Kentucky statutes re¬ 
quire that a settlement plan showing how 
all the outstanding debt will be repaid when 
public property is sold. The hospital board 
has not issued such a plan to show how 
vendors, contractual employees and oth¬ 
ers who are owed will be paid. Melton said 
she was told that $4.3 million is needed to 
make these payments, in addition to the $12 
million owed to the bank consortium. 

In a discussion Melton and other officials 
had with Kentucky Association of Counties 
attorneys, the attorneys recommended that 
outside counsel be hired. 

The identity of the potential buyer was 
not announced at the hospital board’s April 
24 meeting as it was supposed to have been 
done. 

Magistrate Billy Rowe suggested that a 
public meeting to explain all that was being 
done should be held. 

140 acres added to 
Perryville battlefield 

BOYLE COUNTY - James R. Over- 
street and Pat W. and Lora June Overstreet 
have transferred ownership of more than 
140 acres on Hayes-May Road to the Civil 
War Preservation Trust for $725,000. 

Joni L. House, preservation specialist 
and program coordinator of Perryville Bat¬ 
tlefield State Historical Site, said the acqui¬ 
sition represents an opportunity to keep a 
piece of history intact that might otherwise 
be lost to development. 

The latest acquisition picks up where the 
gravel road that intersects the battlefield 
ends and it surrounds the Bottom House. 

Preservation of the battlefield pays hom¬ 
age to the 2,500 who died. 

E.coli source not found at 
Stanford school 

LINCOLN COUNTY - Local, state and 
federal health officials have not yet found 
the E. coli source that caused three children 
at Stanford Elementary School to be diag¬ 
nosed with E. coli infection. Two of those 
children are still in intensive care at UK’s 
Children’s Hospital. 

The involved agencies included Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention, local 
health department officials, and the Lincoln 
County Board of Education. A teleconfer¬ 
ence was held with this group to assess how 
the investigation was progressing. 

The investigation included interviewing 
the affected children to determine if there 
were other possible sources of E. coli but 
Lincoln County Health Department Direc¬ 
tor Diane Miller said they still hadn’t been 
able to identify the source. They are con¬ 
tinuing their investigation. 

Lincoln County School Superintendent 
Karen Hatter said food samples from food 
served the previous week would also be 
tested for the presence of E. coli. 

AAR Precision Systems to close 

MARION COUNTY - AAR Precision 
Systems will be closing June 19, and 61 
employees will be losing their jobs as a re¬ 


sult. 

Ami Woodworth, director of Human 
Resources for AAR Corporation, said the 
plant closing is permanent. AAR Corpora¬ 
tion is the parent company for AAR Preci¬ 
sion Systems. 

Marion County Economic Development 
Director Tom Lund said the announcement 
is a blow to the local economy. 

The 61 employees include 13 machin¬ 
ists II, 10 lathe operators, seven welders, 
six production lead, five technicians, three 
quality technicians, and others in several 
positions. The company manufactured 
aerospace structures and made parts for 
government aerospace, military aircraft 
and ground-based defense systems applica¬ 
tions. 

Lund said that several companies have 
expressed an interest in hiring the AAR 
Precision Systems employees. 

Three children still missing 

PULASKI COUNTY - William Pilk- 
ington, who had court-ordered visitation 
with his three children during spring break, 
did not return them to their mother on April 
9. He is still on the run with 13-year- old 
Bekkah, 12-year-old Trey, and 5-year-old 
Lily. 

Police believe Pilkington is in the com¬ 
pany of a Tennessee woman and her two 
children who are ages 12 and 6. They have 
also been missing since March 31 but thus 
far no charges have been filed against the 
mother since she and the children have not 
been reported missing or wanted and be¬ 
cause there is a joint custody arrangement 
in effect. 

The investigation is continuing and sev¬ 
eral out-of-state police departments are in¬ 
volved. 

Hospital loan waiting 
final approval 

RUSSELL COUNTY - Russell Coun¬ 
ty Hospital CFO Ken Kimsal said the the 
hospital’s USD A loan for the facility’s pro¬ 
posed multi-million dollar expansion has 
been reviewed by state and federal USD A 
officials but the loan still sits in Washing¬ 
ton awaiting final action.

Two Taylor County teens 
killed in crash 

TAYLOR COUNTY — According to a 
press release from Kentucky State Police 
Post 15 in Columbia, 19-year-old Justin 
Atwood and 17-year-old Jade M. Sullivan, 
both of Campbellsville, were killed on Sat¬ 
urday about 7 p.m. on U.S. 68, one mile 
east of Campbellsville. 

The collision occurred when a westbound 
2009 Nissan — operated by Atwood with 
Sullivan as a passenger — attempted to 
pass a vehicle and pulled into the path of an 
eastbound 2006 Jeep, striking it head-on. 

Both vehicles overturned and came to 
rest on the south side of the roadway. 

The Jeep was operated by 21-year-old 
Lauren Dyer of Burkesville. 

Dyer was wearing a seatbelt and was 
transported to Taylor County Regional Hos¬ 
pital and later transported by ambulance to 
UK Hospital in Lexington where she is be¬ 
ing treated for non-life threatening injuries.

These programs were es¬ 
tablished by the Kentucky 


General Assembly in 1994 
and 2000 and over the 17 
years of these programs, ap¬ 
proximately $120 million 
has been approved to plan, 
design and install much 
needed best management 
practices on approximately 
14,200 farms to protect soil 
resources and water quality. 

These annual cost share 
funds are administered by 
conservation district with 
priority given to water qual¬ 
ity related issues and agri¬ 
cultural district participants 
where pollution problems 
have been identified. 

Funding for the program 
will be provided by the 


Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture. 

These programs are ad¬ 
ministered at the state level 
by the Soil and Water Con¬ 
servation Commission and 
the Kentucky Division of 
Conservation in Frankfort. 
Applications are ranked 
statewide and approved for 
funding based on available 
funds.

Make college more affordable by saving money on non-billable expenses 


When it comes to com¬ 
paring the costs of various 
colleges, remember that on 
the broadest level, costs are 
divided into billable and non¬ 
billable costs. To save mon¬ 
ey, follow these tips from 
the Kentucky Higher Edu¬ 
cation Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

Billable costs are what 
you have to pay to start col¬ 


lege. At a minimum, these 
costs include tuition and 
fees. If you’re going to live 
in school-provided housing, 
billable costs will also in¬ 
clude room and board. These 
costs are called billable be¬ 
cause the school will bill you 
for them. 

Non-billable costs include 
textbooks; supplies, such as 
pens and notebooks; trans¬ 


portation; and personal items, 
such as shampoo, clothes, 
entertainment, laundry, and 
other expenses. 

Shopping around can help 
save money, sometimes a lot 
of money, in room and board 
and the non-billable costs. 

Textbooks are expensive, 
but you can save money by 
buying used books if possi¬ 
ble. Renting textbooks is now 


an option at many schools. 
Buying notebooks, pens and 
other supplies in bulk can 
also help you save money. 

If you’re attending a school 
nearby, you can save room 
and board by commuting 
from home. It’s also possible 
to cut room and board costs 
by sharing an apartment with 
friends. However, some col¬ 
leges require freshmen to live 


on campus their first year. 

If you are planning to go 
to college, it’s a good idea 
to compare billable and non¬ 
billable costs at the schools 
you’re considering. Once 
you’ve done that, you and 
your parents can discuss 
ways to save. 

KHEAA is the state agency 
that administers Kentucky’s 
student aid programs, includ¬ 


ing the Kentucky Education¬ 
al Excellence Scholarship 
(KEES).

Meeting Skylar McCoy for 
the first time, one would never 
know the obstacles she has al¬ 
ready faced and overcome in 
her life.

(HOSA), Skylar is graduating 
with a 3.8 GPA. She will attend 
Eastern Kentucky University 
in the fall to major in criminal 
justice. 

“I loved my time here at 
Casey County High School. 
The teachers and students are 
nicer and for the most part, 
there aren’t cliques here like in 
other places,” she said. 

But what’s remarkable about 
a high GPA is how she earned

Luke Wilson, Kyler Hines, 
and Leann King were each 
honored at the chapter’s an¬ 
nual banquet Friday night. 

Hines earned the Star in 
Production, Luke Wilson 
was named the Chapter Star 
in Agribusiness, and Leann 
King received the Chapter 
Star in Placement. 

Star in Production 

Kyler Hines said that FFA 
during the past four years 
has been a part of his life 
just as farming has been 
since he was born. 

Hines has a good start in a 
farming enterprise and also 
has an impressive list of 
FFA activities and awards. 

Some of his FFA activi¬ 
ties include Livestock and 
Dairy Judging Team, “I 
Love Cows” essay winner, 
Chapter Meeting Team, 
FFA Camp, and he has also 
served as a committee chair 
and is currently the Chapter 
Sentinel. 

To win this award, Hines

The recipient of the Star 
in Agribusiness award, Wil¬ 
son had an excellent Super¬ 
vised Agriculture Experi¬ 
ence Program (SAE) in an 
agribusiness. 

Wilson works with the 
family’s home garden and 
has started a general farm 
labor SAE project which 
involves cutting firewood 
and bush hogging for local 
farmers. 

Much of the vegetable 
crop harvested was not for 
the Wilson’s freezer, but for 
others. 

“I raised them with my 
grandparents and gave them 
to senior citizens,” Wilson 
said.

Having “placed” in other 
areas in her high school 
career, it’s no wonder that 
Leann King took home the 
award for Star in Place¬ 
ment. 

The Chapter Star in Place¬ 
ment Award is similar to the 
previous two awards except 
the SAE program includes 
being placed in an agricul¬ 
tural job, Godbey stated.
